FOREIGN TRADE IS AN IMPORTANT ELEMENT in the economic 
structure of any nation and it is clesely connected with the progress and 
prosperity of the people. The story of Canada's forgign trade since 1989 has 
been an encouraging one. Before the outbreak of war in 1989, the Dominion's 


external commodity trade was estimated at $1,500,000,000. From that time. 


on it rose steadily until in the years 1944 and.1945 it exceeded $5,000,000,000, 
Canadian exports at that time included large shipments of war materials. 
In 1946, when these: were no longer required abroad, the volume of trade 
dropped to $4,000,000,000, which still shows a very substantial increase over 
the pre-war figurese

Has Been Made that phenomenal progress has been made since the 
pre-war years. Comparison of the volume of trade 
in 1939, the last year before the war, with the volume in 1946, the first post- 
war year, reveals an increase of some $2,500,000,000. Experts are of the 
opinion that the figure for 1947 will likely be higher than that for 1946. 
Newsprint, wheat and wheat flour headed the list of Canadian exports for 
1946, and Great Britain, the United States and France were our biggest cus- 
tomers, However, a notable increase was made in shipments to Latin 
America, twenty countries there having purchased agricultural products and 
manufactured goods from us last year. Much of the growth of Canada’s ex- 
port trade has been due to the war and to the great need. in Europe for food 
and materials for rehabilitation. However, officials are of the opinion that 
there is no immediate prospect of a recession in foreign trade, and it is to 
be hoped that we may be able to retain the present volume, which has such 
an important effect on the progress and prosperity of this country.

NEW NERVE DISEASE 
PUZZLES DOCTORS 


A mysterious nerve disease which 
concentrates particularly in the fin- 
gers, legs and toes, has been reported 
by Dr. Robert Wartenberg, assistant 
clinical professor of neurology in the 
University of California Medical 
School. 


Wartenberg said the unnamed dis- 
ease followed no discernible pattern, 
was no handicap but was very stub- 
born. 

The neurologist said-he had studied 
the disease for 10 years but still could 
not trace its cause. He said it appar- 
ently was the result of a virus of low 
virulence which attacks the skin or 
superficial nerves of the human body 
exclusively.
